OTTAWA, March 28. — Canada 
has no need of a reconstruction fi- 
nance corporation to stimulate cre- 
dit, the banking committee of the 
House of Commons was advised 
yesterday by Jackson Dodds, gen- 
eral manager of the Bank of Mont- 
Teal, 

The chartered banks of the coun- 
try have not restricted credit dur- 
ing the depression but, on the con- 
trary, have sought outlets for the 
vast sums of money accumulating 
in their vaults, the tall, grey-haired 
banker said. 

Never since the boom bubble 
burst in 1929 have the banks con- 
tracted credit—they have gone 
out of their way looking for safe 
loans, but have been hampered 
by the slow tempo of business. 

For five hours the Bank of Mont- 
real official entered a general de- 
fence of the tactics of the banks 
during the depression. 


HELPFUL ATTITUDE 


He called attention to their warn- 
ings in 1927, 1928 and 1929 against 
over-speculation and expansion as 
“a voice in the wilderness” and sub- 
mitted that following “collapse of 
the boom” they have shown a rca- 
sonable and helpful attitude to- 
wards borrowers generally, not- 
withstanding any specific instances 
to the contrary.” 

At the same time, Mr. Dodds pro- 
tested against provincial legislation 
which he believed had the effect of 
damning credit. “I object in a 
general way to all legislation which

TWO LEGISLATURES 

The difference between the legislature of 
British Columbia and the legislature of Alberta 
is that the legislature of British Columbia says 
it is going to reduce the interest charges on the 
provincial debt. The legislature of Alberta only 
says these charges should be reduced, and asks 
Ottawa to kindly see if anything can be done 
about it. 

The British Columbia legislature may or may 
not be able to persuade or compel its bond- 
holders to accept lower rates. The Dominon 
Government will do nothing to either persuade 
or compel the holders of Alberta’s bonds to 
accept lower rates, having already refused a 
like petition from British Columbia. | 

If British Columbia succeeds in refunding its | 
debt, what a beautiful spectacle the legislature | 
of Alberta will present in not having even tried | 
to refund the debt of this province. If British 
Columbia fails, it will fare no worse than 
Alberta is bound to fare in leaving its refund- 
ing problem in the hands of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment—which says it can’t refund its own 
debt for three years. 


TEN TO ONE 

When the Government of Canada—former 
governments have done the same—wants to 
borrow $1 from a bank it gives the bank a $1 
Dominion note. The bank lends the government 
a $1 bank note; and then proceeds to lend $9 
more of bank credit to private customers on 
the security of the $1 Dominion note. 

The Government thus presents the bank 
with ten times the amount of credit the bank 
needed as security for the dollar it lent to the 
Government. Naturally the bankers think this 
is a “sound’ way of doing business, perfectly 
good banking practice—which it undoubtedly 
is, for the banks. From their point of view it is 
the finest scheme imaginable. It has the old 
fashioned gold standard of the London gold | 
smiths beaten to a frazzle. Who wouldn't be | 
a banker if he could sit in at a game like that? | 

The public, after four years of hard schooling 
in applied economics, will have to be pardoned 
for viewing the matter from a different angle, 
and with less approval. What they are asking 
in growing numbers is: Seeing that the Gov- | 
ernment supplies the basis for $10 credit in 
order to borrow a dollar, what would be the 
matter with the Government just issuing the 
dollar without paying any interest? | 

Some “sound” money savant should take | 
time out to explain that. | 


THE DOG WAR

THE POWER TO DEFLATE 

An ounce of gold in the vaults of the 


treasury department at Ottawa is transmuted 
by the alchemy of legislation into ten or twenty 
times its value as bank credit—that is, money. 
With this money, which they borrow at interest, 
Canadians carry on 95 per cent of their business

turnover. Dominion bills and coins figure only 
as the sma!! change of modern business. 

This bank-expanded money supply did the 
business very satisfactorily, long as the 
banks kept up the supply. When they grew 
panicky, started to curtail the supply, and called 
on their customers to sacrifice everything and 
pay up, that was when the trouble began. It 
was not the bank-inflation of money that caused 
the depression, but the sharp contraction of the 
supply of the diluted medium. 

This power to contract the money supply is 
one that should never be granted to a private 
corporation. That power belongs to the state, 
and should be held unreservedly by it as a 
safe-guard against deflation, such as has spread 
ruin across the country in the last four years. 

In the central bank legislation, parliament is 
asked to curtail this power of the commercial 
banks only to hand it over to another privately- 
owned bank, which, like them, must be gov- 
erned primarily by a desire to earn dividends 
for its owners and to protect their investment 
against any temporary loss. 

The public under this arrangement, as under 
the former one, would be left to the judgment, 
the self-interest, and the mercy of a private 
money-control, operated first and foremost for 
purposes other than the protection of the public 
in their earning power and property rights. 

Unless parliament is prepared to betray 
these rights it will refuse to sanction any such 
proposal, and will establish the central bank 
as a Government-owned institution, subject to 
parliamentary control in the public interest in 
matters of objective and policy. 

Hundreds of millions of dollars have been 
taken from the Canadian people through the 
greed of the men who control the credit system 
of Canada. The brazen effrontery of these 
manipulators is only equalled by the proposal 
of the Bennett government to hand over the 
national credit to a privately-owned central 
bank.

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Che Passing Show

Several readers of this column have asked 
where and how they can get an understanding 
of the Douglas Social Credit Plan. There seems 
to be some differences of opinion as to the 
orthodoxy of some of the Social Credit teach- 
ing given in Alberta. The Legislature in this 
predicament is taking the 
occasion to invite Major 
Douglas himself—‘in person” 
as they say in the show busi- 
ness—to appear and enlighten 
them. 

One of the difficulties in 
obtaining a short cut to un- 
derstanding Social Credit is 
that Major Douglas in each 
successive book assumes that 
his readers have studied his 
former books. For those who 
wish to obtain a handbook on Social Credit and 
save themselves the work of procuring and 
studying Major Douglas’s six works—Economic 
Democracy, Credit Power and Democracy, 
Social Credit, The Monopoly of Credit, Warn- 
ing Democracy, The New and the Old Economics 
—I'm glad to recommend purchase and perusal 
of a booklet by W. A. Tutte of Vancouver, It’s 
called “Economic Madness and The Path to 
Sanity,” and is an outline of the Douglas Social 
Credit system. 

Mr. Tutte is a well-known newspaperman at 
the coast, on the staff of the Vancouver Sun. 
He has made a hobby for several years past of 
the study of social and economic questions. His 
booklet is not only authoritative—he is Mentor 
of the Douglas Credit Group, B.C, section— 
but it is wonderfully easy reading. It is pub- 
lished to sell at 25 cents. No doubt some of the 
Alberta and Saskatchewan bookstores are ar- 
ranging to handle sales. 

If it isn’t disclosing a secret, Mr. Tutte is now 
engaged on a new and more ambitious work to 
be called “Social Credit for Canada,” which will 
include a Social Credit draft plan for Canada, 
showing in detail how the Douglas scheme could 
be applied on a Dominion-wide scale. 
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This column isn’t the place and I am not 
sufficiently qualified as a teacher, for Douglas 
Plan teaching. But anyone with half an eye 
can see that the trouble with the world today is 
lack of money as a medium of exchange. 

Worship of the gold standard fetish through 
generations has succeeded in bringing about a 
condition of impasse. While currency has been 
restricted to a relation with the scarce metal 
gold, production through the increase of tech- 
nological and mechanical skill, has outrun man- 
kind’s ability to buy. Bankers since Meyer 
Rothschild, who bought up the bi-metallic war 
bonds of the Napoleonic wars and induced the 
British government to go on the gold standard, 
have substituted the sale of credit for currency. 
But they have to keep credit scarce to make 
it profitable, and in times of panic or uncer- 
iainty—as during the dépression—they call it 
in. It is like keeping a lifeboat that runs for 
shelter when the sea. gets rough. 

Winston Churchill diagnosed 
affairs as follows: . 

“We are in want because we are too 
clever at making things we want. So much 
food has been grown that those who grow 
the food are ruined, It is so easy to make 
clothes that nobody can afford to buy any 
new ones. We are taught to pray for bad 
harvests as if they were a blessing from 
God, and to curse every new invention 
which expands or multiplies the capacities 
of men.” 

Today through the credit system every 
nation is staggering under a load of debt which 
it can never hope to repay while the present 
system lasts. The utter helplessness of states- 
men under the present system to cope with debt 
was shown by our own Premier’s announce- 
ment in the House last week. While Britain 
has saved $260,000,000 a year on interests pay- 
ments by refunding its debts, we cannot, said 
Premier Bennett in effect, obtain relief from 
the burden of tax-free bonds and the burden 
of railway interest obligations before the tax- 
free issues mature and the national railway 
system can free itself from its deficit of about 
$1,250,000 a week. 

Cutting down wages, curtailing services, 
introducing sweatshops and relief camps can’t 
meet the problem. Reduced to its logical ulti- 
mate it would result in the last man dying in 
a dead world that had starved itself into death. 
The remedy must be by restoring labor, wages 
and the interchange of commodities. That is 
where the substitution of private credit for 
profit by social credit for use gets its appeal.

One of the Social Credit witnesses before 
the Alberta Legislature last week said that un- 
less it can be introduced by provinces, it is 
hopeless to expect it to be introduced Dominion- 
wide, owing to the opposition of rich men in 
Ontario and to the obstacles towards public 
intelligence in the province of Quebec. 

The opposition of Quebec has prevented the 
passage of a humane divorce law for the Dem- 
inion, At present the western provinces have 
to satisfy their social needs for a divorce law 
by invoking the pre-confederation right to the 
benefits of the Matrimonial Causes Act of 1857, 
passed by the British parliament. Far from 
being affected by the pressure of its English 
neighbors, the organized forces of Quebec are 
steadily forcing the French language and 
French influence on the English provinces of 
Canada. The fear expressed by the witness 
before the Alberta’ Legislature was well 
founded. 

Perhaps the need for some change in our 
economic and financial system will yet rend 

Canada asunder. The west, as Premier Pattullo 
of British Columbia pointed out a few days ago, 
is not only milked by the east, but is retarded 
from making efforts towards progress. He said 
that B.C. last year paid Ottawa over $20,000,000 
more than it received in return. My own esti- 
mate that in aid to the automobile industry 
of the east, each western province had contri- 
buted not less than $40,000,000 apiece was shown 
to be vastly under-estimated. I reckoned it at 
100,000 vehicles apiece, each paying an average 
of $400 over world price, but the Alberta statis- 
tics show over 195,000 drivers licenses issued for 
this year alone.

| Inferiority Complex 
| By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


| In today’s article, I am going to discuss a 
common complex called, “The Inferiority Com- 
plex.’ I do not believe that there are many 
people absolutely free from all complexes, but 
the human being who is contented and satis- 
fied has only a very mild complex which does 
not affect him greatly. How- 
ever, when a well-developed 
complex has been built up by 
years of using the emotions in 
ways which are not good, such 
a complex may prove very 
disturbing and rob life of 
both enjoyment and achieve- 
ment. 

The person with an infer- 
jority complex finds himself 
shut off from the pleasant- 
ness of life as though a ten- 
foot fence were built all around him. He may 
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peek through a knothole in the fence and watch 
life passing by, but he has a hard time join- 
ing in. Fear puts a brake on all that he tries 
to do and his progress is about as slow as though 
he tried to drive an automobile with the 
brakes on. 

The emotional suffering from a complex is 
undoubtedly very keen and the patient also 
develops various nervous symptoms which in- 
crease his distress. The person with an inferior- 
ity complex lacks self-confidence, dodges 
responsibility, and his mind is filled with doubt 
and indecision. He is sensitive as to what 
others will say about him, and for this reason 
avoids company. He greatly exaggerates any 
trifling mistake that he may make and believes 
that others are laughing at his mistakes. He 
has a hard time in mixing with others and if 
he walks into a room full of people, he believes 
that they are all looking at him and is embar- 
rassed by feeling his face turn red, by sweating 
of the palms of the hands, and by nervous 
trembling. 

I have seen extreme cases where the patient 
with an inferiority complex placed such a low 
value on himself that he could not possibly 
see how he could do any work which would be 
worth paying for. If such a person does get a 
job, each pay day finds him trembling in his 
shoes for fear the pay envelope will contain a 
slip telling him he is fired. The strange part of 
it is that his employer very often likes his work 
and puts a higher value on it than the worker 
does himself. 

The patient with a pronounced inferiority 
complex will seek friends far below him who 
do not remind him of the shortcomings he be- 
lieves he has. He does not like competing with 
those who are his equals with whom he must 
earn his turn to be “boss.” He makes excuses 
for getting out of doing those things which he 
fears. 

Such a patient compares himself with others 
and always gives himself the worst of a com- 
parison. To cover up his hurt pride, he may 
boast or brag about how good he is. He greatly 
exaggerates his weak points in his own mind. 
He treats his weaknesses and failings like an 
empty balloon and swells them until they are 
as big as possible. 

In fact, an inferiority complex is similar to 
a full balloon because if you once prick it with 
the pin point of common sense, it collapses, be- 
comes useless, and can be thrown away.

“DICK” McBRIDE’S CLEAN 
SWEEP 

On this date, in 1912 British 
Columbia smashed the provincial 
Liberal party to smithereens by 
electing 40 Conservatives and two 
Socialists but not a single Lib- 
eral. It was the cleanest sweep in 
the history of any of the Canadian 
provinces, although not so bad as 
it looks on the surface for there 
had been 3 Liberals in the prev- 
ious legislature; yet the disappear- 
ance of the Liberals caused a sen- 
sation all over Canada. 

What calised this result? Opin- 
ions differ. Some say that the 
Conservative clection machine 
which had aided in the defeat of 
Laurier the previous year was still 
operating; others ascribe the re- 
sult entirely to McBride's per- 
sonal magnetism, which may have 
aided; but the true reason was 
that the provincial government 
wes then in the midst of an orgy 
of easy money, was building 
bridges, and highways, providing 
money for the Pacific Great Fast- 
ern and guaranteeing Mackenzie 
and Mann. Everybody was opti- 
tmistic; the land boom was at its 
height; those who warned that the 
“prosperity” could not last were

scoffed at; and so McBride won a 
fourth victory 

But it was his last. The boom 
burst in 1913; money became 
scarce; a very difficult crisis was 
only averted by the coming of ihe 
war with Germany; and in 1915, 
after 2 years in the premiership, 
McBride resigned to go to Lon- 
don as agent general, end there he 
died within two years after leav- 
ing Victoria. He had been knight- 
ed in June, 1912, and love his 
title, but the dignity did not help 
him when evil times came, 

“Dick”, as he was generally 
known, was a picturesque figure 
on our political stage. Born in a 
penitentiary ‘(where his father 
was warden), his career was prac- 
lically self made. His personal 
appearance was a great asset;

mixer, Even when “sired” he was 
a democrat in his contact with the 
people. He could be “high hat” 
when occasion called; but gener- 
ally he preferred to take things 
as they came. When he left, the 
Conservative party in British 
Columbia went to pieces for 12 
years. “Dick's” luck pessed when 
he went away.

_ Ottawa seems determined to keep the depression alive by 
withholding currency from circulation. The reason is hard to 
determine. It may be desired to get the electors into such a state 
of hopelessness that they will agree to a privately owned Central 
Bank, while the people are so busy looking for something to eat 
they have little interest in banking. It may be that an outbreak 
of war is expected, in which event the present set-up of restricted 
currency would prevent outsiders jumping into the profiteering 
game, and the wily old warhorses who amassed fortunes out of 
the world war would amass some more fortunes out of a new war. 


Whatever the reason, there is depression and unemployment, 
and it could be remedied overnight by a great and safe increase 
of currency in circulation, sufficient to restore the industrial and 
commercial activities of the nation to normalcy. Not one con- 
structive step is taken; not one remedial use of the powers of 
government is suggested. 


Post mortems under the Stevens inquiry; evidence of bankers 
at the banking inquiry; declaration of being proud of one’s own 
record; much declamation but no action. There must be some 
undisclosed reason for bolstering up a money deadlock and keep- 
ing work and opportunity away from millions. 


Under its power to legislate for the peace, order and good 
government of the Dominion—(even if it had no other power)— 
the Ottawa parliai.ent would be justified in creating; and by the 
laws of humanity, is under direct obligation to circulate ample 
inoney to get business and construction activity under way so as 
to employ the workless and feed the hungry. 


Month after month this obligation is evaded and defaulted on: 
and high protestations are made about the honor of the nation 
in paying its public debt interest and obligations in full; but not 
a word about the dishonor of not providing work at fair wages 
for the members of the nation whose needs are a direct national 
obligation. 


Lose your job; become workless, penniless and hungry; you 
will find that there are no ever wakeful guardians to demand and 
enforce the demand that you be given work at fair wages as a 
national obligation. It would be absurd to imagine such a thing. 


This is what is driving so many into the ranks of organizations 
which proclaim that there must be an overturn of existing 
institutions. People who have lost all faith in government, owing 
to the delay and inaction along any remedial line, are ready to 
accept any doctrine which promises a change. 


The grotesque uselessness of it all is that there is plenty to go 
round. The privileged interests would not lose anything by giving 
the people a break. 


These apostles of reaction seem to have control of the govern- 
ment forces of today; and in gambling to hold this control today 
they are putting in danger all our national institutions and driving 
the people into voting for the forces of overthrow and despotism. 
There is no sense in doing it; but fear, greed and jealousy are not 
based on sense and have a bitter dislike for any remedial measures.

FLAX OUTPUT 


Causing Much Worry to 
Three Linseed Oil Fac- 
tories in West 


| Almost complete suspension of 
flax production in Western Canada 
is causing great concern to the three 
linseed oil factories of the west, ac- 
cording to officials of the Alberta 
trade commissioner's office. Ad- 
vices received by Howard Stutch- 
bury, the commissioner, are that 
unless flax production is resumed 
to a considerable extent, the west- 
}ern mills will be under the neces- 
sity of importing flax from the Ar- 
| gentine. 

Last year the entire flax produc- 
tion of Canada was insufficient to 
| meet the demand of the three west- 
| ern mills, The plant at Medicine Hat 

requires about 240,000 bushels of 
| flax annually and in failing to sup- 

ply this requirement the Alberta 
farming industry is lowering rev- 
| enue of about $500,000 a year. 


RAPID DECLINE 

There was a time when Alberta 
!alone produced more than 1,000,000 
| bushels of flax a year. So rapidly 
j has this production declined that 
| last year production in Alberta was 
| less than 50,000 bushels from about 
| 10,000 acres 

In 1932 production touched 147,- 

000 bushels from 15,000 acres, In 
|the palmy days of flax growing it 
| was seeded on newly-broken land 
| anc.as much land was being broken, 
| this field crop was highly popular. 
!  Yhere is a suggestion to divert 
| some of the land now being used for 
| wheat to flax and specially in view 
of the proposal to curtail production 
of wheat. The field crops branch of 
the provincial government is said to 
be favorable to this idea but points 
out that flax cfnnot be considered 
as a secondary crop and must be 
treated on the basis of wheat. 

Moisture and freedom from weeds 
are the two essentials in flax pro-~ 
duction, This makes use of summers 
fallow land for flax highly advis- 
able. Fiax, being in the class of 
small weeds, the crop should not be 
seeded too deeply. 

Judging by the course of raw 
sugar prices, it seems likely that 
| Sugar beet growers in Canada will 
receive returns per ton in 1934 at 
lteast equal to those of last fall.— 
The Agricultural Situation Bulletin,

Frost called at Kirwan's stateroom 
for a drink at 5 p.m.

From then until more than an 
hour and a half later, the three 
shifted from one stateroom to the 
other until they consumed all the 
liquor.
